Supreme Court Decides Against 
Standard Oil Company 


| BORPORATION IS A MONDPOLY 


Bullt Up on Such Vast Scale as to Be 
Menace to Commercial Life—Sher- 
man Anti-Trust Law Must Be Exe- 
cuted Regardless of Circumstances— 
Company Given Six Months to Re- 
organize to Comply With Law 


Washington, May 16.—The supreme 
court’s finding sustains the decision of 
the lower court, from which the 
Standard Oil company appealed, and 
under this decision the giant corpora- 
tion must be dissolved. The Standard 
Oil, however, is given six months in 
which to wind up its affairs. 


Justice White, who read the deci- 
sion, characterized the record of 
Standard Oil as a “jungle of testi- 
mony,” a “babel of conflicting views.” 
He declared two main points involv- 
ing the Standard Oil company were in 
restraint of trade and creating a mo- 
nopoly. 

The supreme court declared that the 
Sherman anti-trust act was a wise and 
good measure; it must be observed in 
all particulars, said the court. The 
founders of the Standard Oil company 
showed a commercial genius unex- 
ampled in modern times, but the cor- 
poration they have built up is so vast 
as to be a menace to commercial life; 
declared White. 

“The law is plain,” declared the 
chief justice, “both in restraint of 
trade and monopoly, and the attempts 
to monopolize the oil business of the 
Unitel States. 

“There are eighty volumes of testi- 
mony in this case, and we do not pro- 
pose to go into the testimony as to 
whether there was any wrongdoing or 
not on the part of the Standard Oil in 
building up this monopoly. 

“It is quite possible that monopoly 
could have resulted from lawful acts, 
but the law prohibits monopoly. 
Whether the acts were lawful or not 
was not material. 

“It is our duty to execute the Sher- 
Man anti-trust law regardless of con- 
sequences. That duty will never be 
performed unless now and for all 
time we look the issue squarely in 
the face and decide this case accord- 
ing to the law, regardless of what the 
commercial result may be. 

“There are scores of charges of con- 
spiracy, not even one-fourth of which 
we have had time to aualyze. It would 
be beyond the human mind to take all 
this vast jungle of evidence and from 
its confusion decide the case as to 
whether commercial crime was com- 
mitted. 

“There is only one point on which 
the contending forces agree. That is 
the fact that this corporation is a 
monopoly, or practically a monopoly, 
of the oil business. 

“How masterly its organization is 
we do not go into at this time. 

“At least we believe, however, in 
dissolving this corporation that far 
more than thirty days should be al- 
lowed it to arrange its business in ac- 
cordance with the law. This is al! 
the time the lower court has 
given it. We believe that six months’ 
time should be given it to dissolve 
and reorganize. With this last modi- 
fication the decision of the lower court 
is affirmed.” 

Justice Harlan dissented from the 
opinion of the chief justicé. His dis- 
senting opinion, however, was to the 
effect that the opinion was not sweep- 
ing enough. Otherwise the decision 
of the court was unanimous. 

The government’s case against the 
Standard Oil company of New Jersey 
and its subsidiary companies was 
started when suit was filed against the 
alleged trust Nov. 15, 1906, in the 
United States court for the eastern di- 
vision of the eastern judicial district 
of Missouri, ee 

From the time that the case was 
first brought before the courts until its 
adjudication by the United States su- 
preme court, Frank B. Kellogg and 
C. A. Severance, attorney generals, 
have fought out the government’s con- 
tentions in every court. Owing to the 
magnitude of the case, and the mil- 
lions of dollars involved, the attention 
of the whole world centered on the 
fight. 

On the side of the “trusts,” the most 
brilliant legal talent that could be ob. 
tained was provided. ‘lhrough legal 
fencing by these men, the government 
was successfully stopped from: bring- 
ing the case before the higher court 
until after three years of delay. The 
decree of the circuit court-was not 
handed down until Nov, 20, 1909. 

When it was announced, the de- 
cision was reflected by the slump in 
the various stock markets throughout 
the world. The Standard Oil com- 
pany, however, immediately appealed 
to the United States supreme court, 
on writ of error. 

The testimony.taken in the case 
covers twenty-eight bound volumes of 
1500 printed pages each. Arguments 
and. briefs submitted by counsel on 
either side number nearly fifty sep- 
arate volumes of varying length.

Marble Memorial to Late Queen Vic- 
toria Unveiled by Grandson 

London, May 17.—The great marble 
memorial to Victoria, fronted by a 
statue of the late queen and surmount- 
ed by a gilded winged victory, on the 
Plaza before Buckingham palace, was 
unveiled by Vivtoria’s grandson, King 
George V. 

The ceremony was conducted in the 
presence of Emperor William and 
other descendants of the queen, nu- 
merous members of the British and 
German royal families, members of 
the cabinet, colonial representatives 
and many other prominent persons. 
The archbishop of Canterbury and the 
bishop of London performed the re- 
ligious rites. 

King George delivered a speech in 
eulogy of Victoria, describing the 
monument as “the tribute of races and 
legions more various in character and 
circumstances than have ever been 
combined before upon a common pur- 
pose.” 


TO “PLAY UP” RELIGION 


Magazines and Newspapers Will Aid 
In Spreading Gospel 

Omaha, May 17.—‘The age of 
muckraking igs coming to an end anid 
the magazines and newspapers are go- 
ing to turn their attention tewurd 
religion,” said James G. Cannon, 
president of the Fourth National bank 
of New York, in an address before the 
Ministerial union here. 

“If there is not the greatest ingath- 
ering to the churches it will be the 
fault of the men of the churches, for 
we are going to have the subject of 
religion so ‘played up’ in the papers 
and magazines that the man who 
wants to promulgate religion will not 
have a single excuse for failing to get 
busy araong his friends and neigh- 
bors.” 


PREVENTS A DEFICIT 
IN STATE TREASURY 


Pothier Vetoes More Than Two 
Score Appropriation Bills 


Providence, May 18.—Governor 
Pothier exercised the strong arm ol 
the veto power with sweeping effect 
when he penned his disapproval ot 
more than forty bills, carrying ap- 
propriations aggregating $467,674. 

The action was anticipated follow- 


ing his declaration to the general as-- 


sembly in its closing days that unless 
it provided additional revenue for the 
state to meet the appropriations he 
would exercise his prerogative of the 
veto to prevent a deficit in the state 
treasury. 

Only eighteen bills, amounting to 
$75,679, received his signature, and 
this sum can be paid out of the state 
treasury without the necessity of bor- 
rowing money. 


FORTUN: LtFI TO NURSE 


Bulk of Duryea’s Estate Goes to His 
Faithful Attendant 

New York, May 17.—By the will ot 
Walter E. Duryea, the crippled ath- 
lete and broker, filed yesterday after- 
noon, the bulk of his fortune, esii- 
mated at $2,500,000, goes to Miss 
Eleanor Pearegrine, a trained nurse, 
who acted as his kousekeeper for th: 
last twelve years of his life. Hor to- 
tal share is thought to be worth $1,- 
500,000. 

Walter Duryea broke his back in 
diving, in August, 1899. He spent 
the rest of his life in a harness, but 
despite his slender hold or life, man- 
aged his affairs with great shrewd- 
ness.

ACCEPTABLE 


Mexican President to Resign Be- 


fore First of June 
ARMISTICE IS AGREED UPON 


Belief That Permanent Peace Agree- 
ment Will Be Made Within. Five 
Days—Government Affairs Will Be 
Directed by Madero and De La Barra 
Until New President Is Elected— 
Surrender to Insurrectos’ 


Mexico City, May 18.—A general 
five days’ armistice between the revo- 
lutionists and the federal government 
was agreed upon last night at Juarez, 
to take effect immediately throughout 
Mexico on receipt of formal authoriza- 
tion from here. 

It was signed by Judge Cabarjal, 
teh federal peace envoy, and Dr. 
Vasquez Gomez, Jose Pino Suarez and 
Francisco Madero, Sr., the members 
of the rebel peace commission. 

This is the first geneeral armistice 
agreed upon since the revolution be- 
gan last November, and is expected 
to call a halt upon warfare in central 
and southern Mexico. It is believed 
that within five days & permanent 
peace agreement will be made. 

The armistice was decided upon by 
Provisional President Madero imme- 
diately upon the receipt of a dis- 
patch from Mexico City that President 
Diaz had agreed to resign before the 
end of the present month, 

News of vigorous warfare in central 
and southern Mexico, which Madero 
held to be unnecessary in view of the 
progress made toward a peaceful set- 
tlement of the revolt, also induced 
the rebel chief to act quickly to pre- 
vent turther loss of life. Both Ma- 
dero and Cabarjal express the belief 
that the five days’ armistice will be 
superseded by the signing of a definite 
peace agreement that will restore 
Mexico to complete tranquility, 

President Diaz and Vice President 
Corral will resign before June 1 and 
Minister of Foreign Relations De La 
Barra will become president ad in- 
terim, according to official announce- 
ment. 

Francisco I. Madero, Jr., the 
revolutionary leader, will be called 
to Mexico City to act as De La Barra’s 
chief adviser and to serve as the 
greatest guarantee possible that every 
pledge made by the government to end 
the revolution will be carried out. As 
viewed by the public it will be virtu- 
ally a joint presidency pending a new 
presidential election. 

The cabinet will be reorganized. 
The minister of war will be named by 
De La Barra. The foreign office will 
be in charge of a sub-secretary also 
selected by De La Barra. Other 
cabinet members will be chosen by 
De La Barra and Madero acting 
jointly. 

A new election will be called with- 
in six months and political amnesty 
will be recommended to the chamber 
of deputies. 

The foregoing are the conditions on 
which Diaz will compromise with the 
rebels. Virtually they are admitted 
in high quarters to be a complete sur- 
render to the revolutionists, 

The resignation of Diaz and the 
“joint regency” of De La Barra and 
Madero are said to constitute a guar- 
antee so complete that the original in- 
gsurrecto demand for fourteen govern- 
ors no longer need be considered. 


CUT OFF FROM CHURCH 


Six Prominent Men Interdicted by the 
Bishop of Portland 


Biddeford, Me., May 15.—Six 
members of the Roman Catholic 
churches of Biddeford and Lewiston, 
all prominent, were interdicted by 
Bisop Walsh of the diocese of Port- 
land, in a general letter to the clergy 
read at churches here and elsewhere 
In the diocese yesterday. 

The action, which is without prece- 
dent in the annals of the church in 
this state, follows the introduction 


into the last legislature of a bill pro-" 


viding for the abolition of the corpora- 
tion of the Portland diocese, which is 
vested in Walsh. 


Harvard Student Drowns 

Cambridge, Mass., May 15.—Un- 
able to swim and unfamiliar with boats 
and rowing, Sherman P. Parsons of 
Detroit, aged 20, a wealthy Harvard 
freshman, overturned within thirty- 
five feet of land and sank to the bot- 
tom of the Charles river. Four hours 
later the body was recovered. 


Greater Berlin Measure Passed 

Berlin, May 18.—The Prussian diet 
has adopted the Greater Berlin bill, 
which will combine the capital and the 
suburban municipalities, forming a 
metropolitan populatjon of 3,500,000. 


Another Aviator Killed 
Los Angeles, Cal., May 18.—A. V. 
Hardlee, an amateur aviator, was 
killed at Dominguez field while trying 
out an aeroplane. Hardlee had made 
several successful flights, 


Lords Act on Veto Bill 
London, May 17.—The veto Dill 
was introduced in the house of lords 
and formally passed its first reading. 


JOSE MADRIZ 


Man Who Drove Him From 
Office is Now a Refugee @ 


MADS!Z DIES AS REFUGEE 
Former President of Nicaragua Suc- 
cumbs to Bright’s Disease 


Mexico City, May 17.—Jose Madriz, 
ex-president of Nicaragua, and since 
December a refugee here, is dead of 
Bright’s disease. It is a coincidence 
that Jose Estrada, who drove Madriz 
out, is expected here in a few days, 
himself a refugee. Since leaving 
Nicaragua Madriz had refused to dis- 
Cuss politics. He left four small 
shildren, 

When Zelaya was forced to give up 
the presidency of Nicaragua he named 
Madriz as his successor, and the lat- 
ter was elected to that office on Dec, 
20, 1909. Madriz sought to have the 
United States recognize him as the 
president of Nicaragua, but Secretary 
Knox informed him that diplomatic 
relations between the two countries 
would not be resumed until Madriz

LEARN WAYS OF WORLD 


Ministers May Then Talk Intelligently 
on Subject of Religion 

Lynn, Mass., May 18.—"Instead of 
spending their time in the Sunday 
schools and ladies’ sewing circles, 
ministers of the gospel should get 
out and learn the ways of the world 
so that they can talk intelligently on 
the subject of religion,” declared 
President Hamilton, D. D., of Tufts 
college, in his address at the Uni- 
versalist convention in this city. 

President Hamilton went on to say 
that many ministers should “come out 
their shells” for, he argued, there is 
no longer any halo about the profes- 
sion, people having often gotten over 
the idea of worshipping a man because 
he wears clothes of a clerical cut.

‘DEGENERATE 


WITHOUT WAR 


Bishop Codman Says Nation 


Would Become Effeminate 
THE TALK OF DISARMAMENT 


Thinks We Should Be on Guard Lest 
We Carry it Too Far—War Devel- 
opes Statesmen, Manliness, Moral 
Courage, and Is a Power For Good 
In Other Ways—Nation Becomes Ef- 
feminate Without it 


Portland, Me., May 18.—A plea 
for war as a means of developing the 
nobler side of men and women, de- 
livered by Bishop Codman of Maine, 
Startled the Episcopal conference in 
this city. 

“While we all hate the evils and 
horrors of war,” he said, “we may 
agree on the unquestioned value of 
such an international code and the 
development of a code of internation- 
al equity; yet I believe we should be 
On our guard lest we carry the talk 
of peace and disarmament too far. 
War is indeed an evil and cannot be 
earried on without frightful suffering 
and horrible consequences. 

“War, like the principle of evil, is 
in the world for So development of 
manliness. It is a training in moral 
courage, in self-discipline, in zeal of 
righteousness, in patriotism, in the 
sense of the value of unity, and in 
the contempt for social vices that de- 
stroy national strength. 

“The world has never got along 
without war, as it has never got along 
without evil, and war has certainly 
developed noble soldiers, noble states- 
men and noble women, Without war 
a nation would degenerate, would be- 
come effeminate morally and physi- 
cally. 

“Surely when we realize that one of 
our names for God is. the Lord of 
Hosts, and inspired Scriptures tell 
us how the Lord of Hosts led His peo- 
ple to battle; when we bear in mind 
that the profession of a Christian is 
that of a soldier enlisted to fight un- 
der the banner of Christ, who is called 
the Captain of our salvation; when 
we have learned by experience that 
one of the best ways to develop Chris- 
tian manhood in the boys is to or- 
ganize them under military discipline 
and place before them military ideas, 
we ought to be very careful lest in 
preaching peace and disarmament and 
international arbitration, we shall so 
discourage the warlike nature of our 
boys that we shall find ourselves ut- 
terly unprepared to defend our honor 
and our homes in case of an attack 
by those who have been tried in mili- 
tary discipline and tactics. 

“Sometimes I think that the Epis- 
copal church is altogether too re- 
spectable and over-refined, because 
our clergy are so carried away with 
the beauties of the prayer book service 
and the ritual and ornate ceremonies, 
or so anxious to have guilds and or- 
ganizations, where they meet over 
and over again the same souls, that 
they forget the greater object of win- 
ning the masses.” 


BESSETTE IS ARRESTED 


Bank Teller Pleads Not Guilty to 
Charge of Embezzlement 


Woonsocket, R. I., May 16.—Her- 
mengilde Bessette, for ten years teller 
of the People’s Saving bank, who, it is 
alleged, confessed to being responsible 
for the shortage of $25,000 in the 
bank’s funds, was arrested last night 
in North Brookfield, charged with em- 
bezzlement. 

Bessette was brought to Woon- 
socket, where he was arraigned and 
pleaded not guilty. His counsel 
moved that hearing be continued un- 
til May 27, and bail was furnished in 
the sum of $10,000. 

According to the bank officials the 
teller admitted that he was re- 
sponsible for the shortage, which was 
brought about by bad investments. 


DO NOT PAY EXPENSES 


Boston and Maine Rallroad to Cut Out 
Several Trains 

Boston, May 18.—The management 
of the Boston and Maine railroad will, 
before June 1, issue orders to discon-

ARBITRATION. PACT 
SUBMITTED BY KNOX 


imaugurated With France As 
Wel as Great Britain 


Washington, May 18.—The princi- 
ple of arbitration of practically all 
disputes between nations, including 
even question of vital interest and na- 
tional honor, assumed vitality when 
Secretary of State Knox submitted to 
the British and French ambassadors at 
Washington the draft of a convention 
to serve as a basis of negotiations. 

The fact that this world movement 
would be inaugurated with France as 
well as Great Britain was a great sur- 
prise, for it was generally understood 
that only the United States and Hng- 
land were concerned in the initial 
steps. 

Secretary Knox hag evolved an in- 
strument which has received the ap- 
proval of the president, and the other 
members of his cabinet, providing that 
all differences which are internation- 
ally justfiable shall be submitted to 
arbitration. It expands the scope of 
the existing arbitration treaties by 
eliminating the exceptiohs referring to 
“questions of vital interest and na- 
tional honor.” 


FINDS A CRIME WAVE 


Third New York Grand Jury to Report 
Advises Use of Clubs 

New York, May 18.—The March 
grand jury, which has been investi- 
gating the reign of lawlessness since 
March 27, filed a presentment with 
Judge O’Sullivan in general sessions. 

In the presentment the grand jury 
found that a crime wave exists in New 
York and suggests that policemen be 
given more license in using their clubs 
upon lawless persons. 

This is the third grand jury to re- 
port on the present crime situation. 
One of the other two found that a 
“crime wave” existed and the other 
decided that it did not,

Long Legislative Sessions 


The interesting discussion going 
on in the legislature about the length 
of sessions will not be likely to at- 
tract very much interest on the part 
of people on the outside. The long 
established theory in Massachusetts 
of giving everybody the right to peti- 
tion the legislature, with an assur- 
ance that his petition would be con- 
sidered by all the various committees 
and departments of the legislature, 
has resulted in giving to the Massa- 
chusetts. legislature more business 
than is considered by any other legis- 
lative body in the United States, save 
the national Congress. Of course, if 
every measure were considered on 
its merits, the legislative sessions 
would be shortened a great deal, pro- 
bably at least one-half. But more 
than half of the measures are not 
considered on their merits, but on the 
contrary, are pet measures of one or 
more individual member, of little im- 
portance to the rest of the state, but 
made important to the other legis- 
lators by the fact that sufficient 
strength is behind them with which 
trades may be made for the back- 
scratching process of “you help my 
measure and-I’ll_help yours.” These 
trades are not easily consummated, 
but frequently take time, and until the 
pool of votes is of sufficient size to 
assure somewhat of'a successful voy- 
age for the useless proposition on the 
tempestuous sea of legislative action, 
it is very seldom launched from the 
committee. Hence delay—first, in 
introduction; second, in committee; 
third, in its passage through the 
house and Senate. If anybody has 
yet discovered a method by which the 
trading of votes in all sorts of legis- 
lative assemblies can be avoided, he 
has discovered one of the important 
factors needed to shorten the legis- 


lative sessions in Massachusetts, Un- | 


til such trading is stopped, we are 
likely to see long sessions the rule 
for the Massachusetts legislature. 


Speed Limit Illegal 


As one who has ridden in an auto 
for several years, the writer regrets 
the Supreme Court decision which 
certainly makes it easier for the reck- 
less driver to drive his headlong pace. 

The system of traps and spies by 
which automobilists have been 
hounded in certain towns in the state 
was never sound, and long ago when 
they were in force in Andover we 


protested against them, They should | 


be abolished everywhere and in secur- 
ing that end the court decision is 
welcome. But the decision unfortu- 
nately goes so much farther that 
every speeder and joy-rider in the 
state will take a new grip on his 
steering-wheel because of it. 

We have long contended that the 
sole test ought not to be any particu- 
lar rate of speed, but to abolish the 
rights of authorities to make certain 
limits is going too far the other way. 
The reckless driver cannot be con- 
trolled by eithera limited speed or 


a charge of recklessness, but by a: 


reasonable construction of both of 
these forms of control he can be held 
within fairly satisfactory bounds. 
Undoubtedly the court’s decision is 
sound in law and probably it may be 
wisely left for a brief trial before the 
law is changed, but one might well 
wish that it had not been quite so 
sweeping in its apparent effect. 


Editorial Cinders 

Superintendent Playdon is busy 
with his moth work at the present 
time, expecting to begin next week 
the use of his large power sprayer in 
caring for the larger trees in town. 
While the work goes on in Andover, 
reports are quite prevalent that sev- 
eral cities and towns in the immediate 
neighborhood are neglecting very 
seriously their share in ridding this 
section of the Commonwealth of this 
pest. Not only this, but it would not 
be surprising if there is considerable 
difficulty in putting through the Legis- 
lature the necessary State appropria- 
tion for the work. It is hard to 
ufiderstand on what ground these 
positions are taken, either by the 
cities and towns, or by the Common- 
wealth itself. It may be that it is an 
impossibility to rid the state of these 
pests, but certainly the work of the 
last two years has been sufficient to 
keep it down in a way to give some 
encouragement. To abandon it now 
would be a case of throwing up the 
hands and yielding all to the ravage 
of what would ultimately take away 
the crowning beauty of most New 
England cities and towns. It is all 
very well to talk about the individual 
citizen doing this thing for himself, 
but the law is not sufficiently strong, 
nor is its--enforcement sufficiently 
powerful, to secure results where in- 
dividual responsibility must be divi- 
ded among so many.

Factory Life in France 


The French folks are not behind 
any country in Textile manufactures. 
The tweeds of Sedan are celebrated. 
The fine woolen goods of Roubaix, 
the silks and ribbons of Lyons and 
the linens of Lille in texture, color 
and finish are ahead of our American 
goods. Just now the idea of putting 
shoes on the free list puts me in mind 
that fine patent leather boots for 
men whose chief occupation is danc- 
ing and for hobble skirt women who 
wish to show a neat foot, are im- 
ported foot gear, So to save the 
country it may be best to have free 
shoes. Gloves made from French 
kid are worn all the world over. 

Life working in a factory is very 
much the same in any country, that 
is, so far as the inside of the factory 
is concerned. The machines are al- 
most identical and the buildings of 
modern construction all seem to me 
to be square and ugly. We will build 
nice looking factories after we spend 
a few millions on Cathedrals, It is 
the number of the hours of work, the 
wages paid, and the surroundings and 
home life that makes the difference 
between British, American, and Con- 
tinental factories. We wonder at the 
long hours of labor in Germany and 
France and forget that only a few 
years ago twelve and thirteen hours 
a day were thought to be all right in 
England and it is only yesterday in 
a sense that in this free and great 
republic slavery and long hours of 
labor were thought to be essential 
for the welfare of the nation. 


They have shorter hours of work 

today in France than when I lived 
there, but England took the lead in 
this matter, and other countries fol- 
low slowly. Twelve hours a day, or 
seventy two hours a week were the 
hours of work we had. In winter 
work began at six a.m., and finished 
at eight p.m. In summer, half past 
five a.m., until seven thirty p.m. The 
wages paid averaged about two dol- 
lars a week. Flax spinners, reelers, 
and winders two and one half to 
three and one half dollars a week, 
weavers three to three and one half 
dollars, carpenters and mechanics 
from four to six’ dollars, laborers, 
three dollars and flax dressers four 
dollars. For office work you got a 
young man from the High school for 
two dollars a week for the first year. 
It is a fact and may seem to be a 
paradox that not only in France but 
everywhere else where the hours of 
labor decrease, wages. increase and 
so it is that in France today wages 
are higher and working hours shorter 
than when I was a Frenchman. 
- Some time ago I said I had no 
sympathy for the maudlin sentiment 
over healthy boys or girls going to 
work here at 14 years of age. With 
the 12 hours a day in France, and the 
then French law as to children work- 
ing in factories, I had a horror with- 
out being maudlin or sentimental and 
did what I could by word or deed to 
alter what I considered brutal and 
degrading. 

Let me try to explain as to the 
child labor, when at twelve years of 
age the child could enter the factory. 
One thing was, that there were no 
doubts about the age as they had to 
bring the date of birth, the color of 
their eyes, shape of nose and color 
of their hair, all written in a small 
book like a penny pass book, This 
age entry was signed by the mayor 
and the official stamp of the town 
was affixed. This little book was 
given to the employer and kept on 
file, the date of the child’s begin- 
ning work was entered on this book 
signed by the mill official. I go into

The Punchard nine went to Methu- 
en on Tuesday where they defeated 


detail about this little book as it is 
not understood except in France or 
in countries where it is in use. This 
book, when the owner thereof leaves 
that factory and goes to work else- 
where, is delivered up and the entry 
of dismissal entered and signed by 
a factory official and the official 
stamp of the firm. So you see that 
this workers’ book is a record of the 
working life of the owner thereof and 
a Frenchman is proud when he shows 
a good book i.e., where he has the 
record of being years employed by 
one firm. One item of the law says 
that children under 15 had to go to 
school at least one hour every day. 
Well, how was this to be done. These 
young folks were “doffers.” If you 
sent out the “doffers” you stopped the 
whole business. This awful cruel 
farce of sending these “doffers” to 
school and keeping to the: letter of 
the law, was arranged thus.’ At 
eleven a.m., they were dismissed from 
the mill and sent to school lined up 
in fours like soldiers and a man con- 
ducted them to the school and deliv- 
ered them there to be educated. 

The factory stopped working at 
half past eleven, and began work 
again at one p.m., so you see that 
was one hour and a half we had for 
dinner. How long, had these child- 
ren for their mid-day meal and rest. 
It was half past twelve before they 
were let out of school. They had 
just thirty minutes to run home, bolt 
their dinner, and run again to be in 
time for the one o’clock whistle. No 
room for maudlin sentiment there. 
I simply thought it was brutal, 

Then the boys at the hackling ma- 
chines were sent to school in the 
same way, only the boys had some 
sense, They deserted “en route” to 
the school, some of them every day 
deserters, There were 30 boys in the 
squad when they left the mill. If the 
policeman conducting them to school 
delivered 25 he thought he had had 
a successful campaign. 

I go into all this detail as many 
readers of the Townsman are factory 
folks and well understand the annoy- 
ance, botheration and general nui- 
sance of this French education law 
of forty years ago. 

Personally I did what I could to 
help these “doffers.” There was not 
a seat for them in the mill, no seat 
for any one, man, woman, or child. 
I had seats made for these “doffers,” 
and also for every woman employed. 
Another thing I did was to put on 
ten “doffers”’ to a squad instead of 
eight, so as to make this slavery 
kind of passable. I do not regret 
anything of that kind I did. 

It may seem strange when I men- 
tion that after a few months, we be- 
gan to produce more goods ‘than for- 
merly when a proposition was made 
to quit work a couple of hours earlier 
on Saturdays. Preference was given 
to stopping sooner on Mondays as 
they said that the Sunday’s rest made 
them tired on Monday. 

When I hear of church dignitaries 
speaking of better observation of the 
Sunday in this country, I wonder if 
they would like the same kind of 
Sunday observance as I saw in 
France, namely; go to mass early in 
the morning, go to dancing parties 
in dance halls, or to the theatre till 
midnight, all stores open, saloons, 
cafes and restaurants open all day. 
In a town like Andover thirty to forty 
saloons open. I do not mean to say 
that everybody was drunk, far from 
it, you see fewer people drunk in 
France than in other countries who 
think that they are the elect. But 
just think of being tired out on Mon- 
day by the rest of the well kept Sun- 


day.

“Merrimack” May not Run 


The many Andover people who 
have every year enjoyed summer trips 
down the Merrimack river on the 
steamer “Merrimack” will be sorry to 
learn that there is a possibility that 
the boat will not be put on this year. 
The owners of the boat have been 
in consultation and Oliver Taylor, 
one of the principal stockholders, re- 
cently said that he thought the steam- 
er would not be run. He said that 
the business had fallen off so that it 
was not now a paying proposition. 

It is said that nothing has been 
done as yet about caulking, repaint- 
ing, and otherwise placing the boat 
in condition to run this summer and 
this is the time of the year when the 
steamer is repaired and renovated for 
the summer, as the boat has started 
her trips the middle of June. 

Since the advent of electric cars 
the business of the steamer has grad- 
ually fallen off.

Rufus Porter and His “Flying Ship” 


Rufus Porter, belonging to that 
numerous class of ingenious New 
Englanders usually styled “Yankee 
inventors,” was born at West Box- 
ford, Mass., May Ist, 1792, and died 
in New Haven, Conn., August 13th, 
1884. ~ Although he received only a 
common district school education, he 
possessed an alert mind and a re- 
tentive memory, which, coupled with 
a natural genious for observation and 
invention, fitted him admirably for 
an active and useful life. He early 
displayed inventive abilities of no 
mean order, as is attested by the list 
of his patented inventions disclosed 
by the records of the Patent Office. 
Some of his patents displayed an 
acumen and foresight which led him 
into the van of progress, and proved 
that he was fully abreast if not ac- 
tually ahead of his time. Among his 
numerous: patented inventions we 
find enumerated a cord-making ma- 
chine, a steam carriage or ordinary 
road vehicle, prophetic of the latter 
day automobile, a pioneer treadmill 
horse-power machine, a corn sheller, 
the inevitable Yankee churn, a wash- 
ing machine, a signal telegraph, and 
a municipal fire alarm system, the 
latter doubtless being the forerunner 
of the largely adopted and efficient 
Gamewell fire alarm system, now so 
largely in vogue. 

Among Porter’s less noticed inven- 
tions, and the one from which I pre- 
sume he reaped the smallest recom- 
pense, was a flying machine, or as 
now styled, a “dirigible” balloon, but 
which he dubbed an “aeroport.” As 
nearly as I can describe from the 
records at my command, this inven- 
tion was made and patented in 1820, 
but not until 1852 did Porter seem 
to make any serious effort to exploit 
the device. In that year *he organ- 
ized what he called “The Aerial Nav- 
igation Company,” and attempted to 
raise the funds necessary to enable 
him to construct the first aeroport 
by an appeal to popular support 
through the sale of $5 bonds or cer- 
tificates. 

Among the papers of my deceased 
father I have recently found one of 
these bonds, issued to him under 
date of April 20th, 1852. 

Below follows an abbreviated copy 
of the “proposition and prospectus” 
alluded to in the bond, as I find it 
printed in the issue of the National 
Intelligencer of March roth, 1852. 

“THE FLYING SHIP” 

“A chance to secure a cash income 
of $10 to $20 per week for twenty 
years by the investment of five dol- 
lars in advance. 

“It is extensively known that the 
undersigned has by ee, and prac- 
tical experiments so fully demon- 
strated the practicability of aerial 
navigation that all who have fully ex- 
amined the subject are convinced; 
and no person, even of those whose 
interests are adverse to its success, 
can offer a word of rational argu- 
ment against it. Several model ma- 
chines have been constructed, and 
each of them has operated success- 
fully; and one of them, sixteen feet 
long, carried a small steam engine, 
by the power of which the machine 
was propelled; and, being guided by 
its own helm, travelled rapidly 
through the air, even against a breeze 
of wind, in direct lines or circles, ac- 
cording to the adjustment of its helm. 
This machine was witnessed and ap- 
plauded by hundreds in New York 
and Boston, and notices thereof were 
published in several papers of those 
cities at the time. Since those ex- 
periments were made the inventor 
has made additional improvements 
whereby the invention is: now per- 
fected. And it appears certain that 
a safe and durable aerial ship (or 
aeroport), capable of carrying ont 
hundred and fifty passengers at a 
speed of ninety miles an hour, with 
more perfect safety than either 
steamboat or railroad cars, may be 
constructed for $15,000, and that the 
expense of running it will not exceed 
$25 per day. It is ascertained by a 
minute and careful estimate that an 
aeroport 150 feet long and capable of 
carrying five persons at a speed of 
sixty miles per hour, may be con- 
structed for $1500. Now, having 
been disappointed of the funds req- 
uisite to put this invention in opera- 
tion on a scale of practical utility, 
I propose that if three hundred per- 
sons will subscribe. five dollars each, 
payable when: the whole amount of 
1,500 dollars shall have been sub- 
scribed, I will forthwith construct 
this pioneer aeroport, (which may be 
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done in six weeks); and when this is 
put in operation I can readily com- 
mand the requisite funds for con- 
structing a large aeroport as above 
mentioned. And I will so arrange 
that each subscriber on the payment 
of the said sum of five dollars, shall 
be furnished with a regular title deed, 
which shall entitle the holder thereof 
to one three-hundredth part of this 
first aeroport, and also to one three- 
thousandth part of the first large 
aeroport that shall be constructed and 
of all benefits and emoluments that 
may be derived therefrom for twenty 
years; the said aeroport to be kept 
in. repair without expense to the share- 
holders. Washington, March 
16th, 1852. Rufus Porter.” 

While with the added knowledge 
and experience of a half century we 
can see wherein Porter was mistaken 
in his calculations and visionary to 
a considerable degree, we. can also 
see wherein he was in advance of 
his day and generation, and prepared 
to achieve the success that later and 
el recently attended the efforts of 

ount Zeppelin and others of the 
present day, had he but, been in pos- 
session of the gasoline or alcohol 
motor as. now applied to dirigible 
balloons and aeroplanes. Comparing 
the fanciful representation of his 
aeroport one cannot help being struck 
with its resemblance to the modern 
dirigible balloon. While, without re-

gas cylinder in the absence of the 
metal aluminum, as used by Count 
Zeppelin, is not disclosed, but it is 
quite possible an inspection of the 
patent might disclose some adequate 
provision for that purpose. 

Rufus Porter is certainly entitled 
to all the credit attaching to the or- 
ganization of his “airship” enterprise, 
and the exercise of his superior in- 
ventive faculties in connection with 
the science of aeronautics and as a 
pioneer in that department of human 
endeavor.
